“ It seems to me 
that

soon, that the Allied diplomats, 
and governmental heads, should 
sit still fo r awhile and let the 
Allied armies simply pound hell 
out of them for a while.

This is the sentiment of a boy at 
the front. 
It is the 
expression 
of 
Vergil J. Morris, supply sergeant with 
Co. C, 56th U. S. Engineers, fourth 
platoon, headquarters detachment in 
France. 
He is the son of O. M. Mor­ 
ris, whose home is at West Orange, 
but who is now working in the ship­ 
yards at San Pedro and living tem­ 
porarily at Wilmington. 
Morris had had some narrow 
es­ 
capes, but says that he has learned 
the game of the Huns and can dodge 
shells and duck bombs rather expert­ 
ly. 
His interesting letter, to his father, 
follows. 
I have been engaged 
in 
another 
great battle which has been a sad de­ 
feat for Fritz and a great success and 
victory for our allies. 
We have been so very busy in our 
continual chase of the Huns that all 
our time has been occupied in actual 
operations or 
in 
moying 
forward. 
For we would scarcely get into a po­ 
sition until Fritz would vacate ahead 
and we would have to pull stakes and 
move forward again. 
In 
one 
day 
alone we moved our position forward 
twice. 
Yesterday, however, we withdrew 
from the lines, other units taking up 
our places, and now we are quartered 
in a small village 
away 
from 
the 
lines on a few days rest. 
Needless to 
say we highly appreciate it. for we 
have had four months continual ac­ 
tion, and being engaged in the recent 
’♦naive has been hard on all the

for a new attack, for It is evident to 
me that Marshal Fcieh Is going to give 
them no rest at all, now.

I have seen some most wonderful 
sights and have had some great ex­ 
periences and some narrow escapes, 
but so far I've been able to dodge all

which have come my way, and expect. 
to do likewise in the future, now that 
we have had experience 
and 
have 
learned to know Fritzs’ ways and his 
gillie, we can figure him out pretty 
Well. 
Our company has b^ett fortu­ 
nate and hap 
few casualties, only 
about fourteen out of the entire num­ 
ber. 
Indeed, it has been' a cffia'rffitY to 
the enemy, to say the least, for his 
losses from every 
standpoint 
have 
been tremendous. 
He has lost large 
numbers of heavy guns, and machine 
guns by the thousands, railway roll­ 
ing Btock, huge piles of engineering 
stores, and tons and tons and acres 
and acres of shells and ammunition 
of all calibre. 
And men by the thou­ 
sands, prisoners, wounded and killed 
will amount t® appalling figures.

has paid a mfghty dear price for the 
privilege of conquering and holding 
these areas for a few’ months.

BEATING PROHIBITION TO IT 


The men and women who in years past have 
larkened to tile wet cry of “ Save ( fur Vineyards’’ 
ran turn a deaf ear to that cry this year. 
The cry 
vill be raised, of course, for the wets are going to 
aise all the cries in the curriculum in their hope of 
lefeatmg Proposition S o . 22 on the ballot. The San 
Bernardino Sun points out that prohibition will not 
nean the destruction of vineyards, hut will merely 
urn the vineyards to a purpose far more useful 
ban the making of wine. The Sun has the following: 
If the demands of com m ers had come along 
three or four years ago and offered the vine- 
yardists twice as much for their grapes as the 
winemakers could pay, California would have 
been a prohibition state long since, so far as 
wines go. 
For the grape men would have been 
human, and sold to the highest bidder. 
Now' precisely that condition is developing, 
and file Sun feels somewhat proud that it was 
the first journal in California to sense the im­ 
portance of the bulletin issued a m onth or more 
ago by the state university, announcing that bv 
means of methods perfected under university 
patronage, this year’s crop of wine grapes, esti­ 
mated at 250,000 tons, could he made into a grape 
syrup equivalent to 40,000 tons of sugar, and 
bring the vineyardist twice as much as the 
wineries would pay him. 
But that is not all of the development of 
interest to the grape grower. At the same time 
comes the announcement that M. K. Seralian, 
a chemist and grape expert, “has succeeded in 
producing a syrup from grapes which is declared 
to meet all the requirements of a practical com­ 
mercial s y r u p a n d according to the figures 
which he submits, his methods will produce 
syrup at a little less cost than those employed 
at the university. 
The university recommends that the grape 
growers, w ineries and suga^ factories of the 
state combine forces next year in the interest 
of all three. 
It proposes that “the wineries 
purchase the grapes during the vintage of 1919, 
e x tra ct and store 50,000,000 gallons of ^lice, the 
la rg e r sugar factories receive this juice during 
th* sp rin g and summer, concentrate it, and ship 
the syrup to the b a n n e rs fo r ultilization in 
1920.” 
This can be done, because the univer­ 
sity has discovered a simple and inexpensive 
process of treating the juice which will prevent 
ferm entation for a year, if necessary. 
The 


bulletin says this syrup can be used in the place 
of sugar in preserving some fruits, and with 
others can be mixed with sugar. 
Not only will the vineyardists and wineries 
be immensely benefitted by the increaesd value 
which the grape syrup industry promises to give 
to g rap es; but if the sugar factories convert 
the juice into syrup, as they are fully equipped 
to do, they will be kept running several months 
longer each year. 
Doubling the value of the 
grape and placing the viticultural industry on a 
sound commercial basis w ill also aid materially 
to the resources and prosperity of the state. 
If the state university, which is a high and 
conservative* authority, i< justified in its con­ 
fident predictions regarding the manufacture of 
grape syrup—and its claims are fully substan­ 
tiated by the announcement of Mr. Seralian, an 
independent authority—a new day has dawned 
for the grape grower, and countless tens of 
thousands of acres of idle land will become 
thriving vineyards, affording homes and employ­ 
ment to thousands of people.

run across the country at the first op­ 
portunity. 
No Effort for C or 
"The 
outstanding feature of my 
trip,” said Andredw Mullen, “was that 
a trip of such length could be taken 
with apparently such HtUe effort on 
of the car.

I,os Angeles until we were 
that motor never faltered, 
roads and mud two feet. 
we travelled for four 
days in the worst kind of mud and the 
car wa* outpost, constantly running in 
the low and intermediate gears.

Expert Gives Advice on In­ 
stallation of Generators 
and Lamps

motorist who wants to equip his ear 
with electric 
lights 
to 
replace

acetylene or oil lights with which tin 
car originally was endowed." 
writes 
B. M. McKert in Motor W orld. 
Also. 
we find truck owners or farm ers who 
having had their old passenger cars 
converted into farm trucks by th e aid 
of truck, attachm ents, want to install 
electric lights. 
The first question is 
such cases is w hether to use a storage 
battery alone or a lighting generator 
with it to furnish a charging current. 
Naturally, w hen a generator alone is J 
used the lights will go out as soon as 
the engine stops running, which, in 
turn, stops the generator. 
Of course, 
the battery alone is the sim pler ami 
cheaper, but it has tile disadvantages 
of needing frequent recharging if the 
lamps are used much, while the more 
complicated generator system is self 
charging. 
Simpler Equipment 
To consider for the tim e being only 
th e simpler equipment that o! a stet 
age battery, lam ps and the necessary 
w iring, the motorist is at once con 
fronted with two questions, tile size 
of lamps to use and the site of the bat­ 
tery. 
The onl> widely used voltage 
now is 6 volts, and thus it is well to 
adhere to this, as replacem ents can lie 
obtained more easily for this voltage 
th an the 12 or larger sizes 
Ina sin rn h 
as the capacity of the battery depends 
upon the num ber 
and 
size 
of 
the 
lamps used, which m eans the current 
output of the battery, the size of the 
lam ps is the first thing to be decided. 
T h e rj *are now' only three sizes of 
bulbs In general use for headlights, 
these being respectively 16. 21 and 25 
candlepower. 
Sixteen candlepower L i 
probably ample for some of the amal ! 
ler cars which 
travel at a 
com p a ra -; 
tively low speed and

would be satistied

that, 
while better 
than 
acetylene

dioninionly fitted to the earlier cars, is 
still uot tfi£ m ost powerful and would

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» The point of attaching the plow to 
the tractor governs the work of the 
plow and the tractor. 
Since the far 
m er is alm ost certain to judge both 
his tractor and his plow by the qual 
ity of the work done when both are 
used together this is an all-important 
fact to know. 
It is important for the 
dealer to know, because practically 
every tractor he sells will have been 
bought primarily for 
plowing, 
and 
likely the fjrst service job 
he 
will 
have after starting the tractor will be 
to adjust the hitch of the plow so that 
tractor and plow’ together will do sat 
isfactory work. 
If the dealer does not understand 
how to do this, or how the work of 
the plow is affected by the design 
the tractor unless the hitch is made 
to accord with the design, he certain 
ly will have more or less trouble. 
No 
matter how perfect the tractor Itself 
may be a s a piece of mechanism or 
how well designed the 
plow 
itself 
m ay be, unless they can be coupled 
together satisfactorily the 
value 
of 
both will be reduced materially. 
For 
this reason some consideration of the 
various w ays in 
which 
plows 
are 
hitched to tractors to meet best the 
design of the tractors is worth while. 


Four Tread T y p e* 


The tractor which drives 
from 
single drive wheel, runnig in the fur­ 
row. 
The tractor which drives from 
single drive wheel, running on the un­ 
plowed ground. 
• 
The tractor which drives from two 
drive wheels, one of which 
runs 
in 
the furrow. 
The tractor which drives from two 
drive wheels, both of which run on 
the unplowed ground. 
A perfect hitch between tractor and 
plow may be defined as one which at 
taches the plow to the tractor at a 
point through which the center line 
of draft of the tractor may be 
con 
tinued along the center line of draft 
of the plow.Hboth lines of draft being 
parallel to the wall of the furrow. 
It 
is evident that such a hitch gives 
direct pull, eliminates all side draft 
from both tractor and plow, reduces 
the draft on the tractor for pulling the 
plow, m ak es it easier to 
steer 
the 
tractor and enables the plow to do 
Its work perfectly. 
Perfection in hitch rarely 
is 
at 
tained, however. 
Only once 
in I 
while is it possible to get the center 
lines of draft of tractor and plow in 
one 
continuous 
line. 
Instead, 
the 
point of hitch, assum ing that 
it 
a1 
ways is kept in the center line of 
draft of the tractor, usually is to the 
right or the left of the center line of 
draft of the plow. 
There is. there 
fore, in all these usual cases more or 
less side draft, 
sometimes 
on 
Hie 
plows, sometimes on the tractor and 
sometimes on both. 
This m akes it 
harder to pull the plow, more difficult 
to steer the tractor and makes it im­ 
possible for the plow to do the best 
work of which it 
is 
capable. 
How 
much this hitching off the center of 
the line of draft of the plow increases 
the total draft the tractor must over­ 
come in pulling the plow is what the 
draft tests described in a recent issue 
of Motor Age have been undertaken 
to determine. 
What further complicates the m at­ 
ter of hitch is apparent from a little 
consideration of what a plow must do, 
and what it is designed to do. 
In the 
first place, the plow must run at the 
correct distance from the wall of the 
preceding furrow. 
It must run at a 
uniform depth regardless of the speed 
of the tractor, 
it m ust lay the fur­ 
rows in a correct and uniform man­ 
ner. 
It must enter and 
leave 
the 
ground quickly. 
It must lift high to 
clear trash. 
Lastly, it must pull as 
lightly a s possible and handle easily. 
Properly hitched, any standard trac­ 
tor plow on the market will 
do 
all 
these things. 
Change the hitch from 
the correct point and it is adversely 
affected in all of these things to a 
greater or less extent. 
Take a three-bottom plow attached 
to a tractor designed for both drive 
wheels to 
run 
on 
the 
unplowed 
ground. 
The drive wheels have ex­ 
tensions which run about 2 inches 
from the wall of the furrow. 
From 
the point of view of the plow manu­ 
facturer it is exceedingly difficult to 
attach a plow to a tractor of this de­ 
sign so that both tractor and plow 
will work 
satisfactorily 
when 
the 
ground is hard and when the 
Maxi­ 
mum power of the tractor is required. 
With so ft ground and minimum pow­ 
er 
requirements 
the 
combination 
works very well. 


Side D raft on Plow 
The draw bar of the plow attached 


at tbe center line o f draft o f the trac­ 
tor is but 44 inches to the left of the 
center lipe of d raft of the plow. 
This 


puts all the side d raft on the plow, 
and w*hen the ground is hard this has 
a tendency to pull the* tractor over 
into the furrow. T h is m akes it harder 
to steer the tractor. 
Tn addition, the 


center line of d raft o f the plow' does 
not nip parallel to the wall of the 
furrow, nor do the w heels of the plow 
run parallel to tho line of draft, nor 
do the m oldboards run at the angle 
they are designed to m aintain. 
This 


prevents the plow s from turning the 
furrows correctly and m akes a heavy 
pressure on the landsides, increasin g 
the draft. 
The plow m anufacturer 
m aintains 


also that with a tractor of this design 
and, a hitch at th is angle, there is un­ 
due strain on the b ars in pulling or 
backing the plow. 
There Is a heavy 


pushing strain on the draw bar braces 
when pulling the plow and a heavy 
pulling strain when backing the plow, 
An undue strain com es also on the 
rear beam brace betw een the first 
land second beam s, because the brace 


on the draw bar Is pushing backward 
on the plow Instead of pulling 
for­ 
ward. 
Iii fact, the froftt bottom is be­ 
ing pushed through tbe ground 
by 
the rear beam brace instead of being 
pulled by the drawbar. 
Plow makers 
laim, for these reasons, that it, 
is 
liffieult to attach a plow properly to 
a tractor of this design, because the 
point of attachment is too far to the 
left of the center line of draft of the 
plow. 
On a three-bottom plow attached to 
a tractor where one of the two drive 
wheels Is designed to run in the fur­ 
row, the center line of draft of the 
tractor is 18 inches from the wall of 
the furrow. 
Plow' makers 
consider 
this type of tractor to be 
the 
best 
eype to which to attach either a two, 
hree or four-bottom 
plow 
and 
to 
make both the tractor and plow work 
most satisfactorily in all conditions 
of soil and irrespective of maximum 
power of the tractor is required. 
This is because the center lines of 
draft of the tractor and the plow are 
in reasonable distance of each other. 
The drawbar of the plow is attached 
to the center line of draft of the trnc- 
!or, eliminating all side draft on the 
tractor, making it easy for the opera­ 
tor to steer the tractor at all times 
and at the sam e time reducing 
the 
side thrust on the axle bearings, thus 
reducing 
friction 
and 
gaining 
in 
power. 
The point of attaching tbe drawbar 
)f the plow to the tractor is 3 inches 
to the right of the center 
line 
of 
Iraft of the plow. 
This Is preferable 
to hitching to the left, since it 
re­ 
duces the landside pressure of 
the 
alow. 
This reduces draft and wear 
and the plow will pull lighter because 
the landsides are pulled parallel with 
the line of draft of the plow and the 
wheels and moldboard run as they 
were intended to 
run 
The 
main 
lrawbar is attached half way between 
he first two beams, putting the puli­ 
ng strain equally on both beams. 
On a two-bottom plow attached to 
i tractor designed to run with one 


y g 


drive wheel in the furrow, the draw­ 
bar of the plow is attached at the cen- 
er line of draft of the tractor, elim­ 
inating all side draft on the tractor 
and making it easy to steer. 
The 
point of fcitch on the plow' is 4 Inches 
to the left of the center line of draft. 
This puts all of the side draft on the 
plow. 
By shifting the hitch on the 
tractor to the right and dividing the 
side draft between the plow and the 
tractor it can be reduced to so small 
i factor that it is practically negligi­ 
ble when the maximum power of the 
tractor is required and when the plow 
is pulled parallel to the line of draft, 
is it is intended to be pulled. 
For a for-bottom plow attached to 
i tractor designed to run with one 
drive wheel in the furrow, the draw­ 
bar of the plow is attached 
to 
the 
center line of draft of 
the 
tractor, 
making it easy to steer the machine. 
The hitch is IO inches to the right of 
the center line of draft of the plow. 
Plow experts consider this to he one 
of the very best hitches, since it re­ 
moves all tile pressure from the land­ 
sides of the plow, making it vej-y light 
draft. 
The plow and 
wheels 
pull 
parallel with the line of draft, elimin­ 
ating all undue strain from the hitch, 
the beam s and the bearings.
